‘ .y While world opinion is disturbed and distorted by threats of war and 
general unrest, while thoughts of budgetary deficits and problems of trade 
engage anxious minds at home, it is inspiriting to turn to conquests of the 
pliiysical universe which, from time’ to time, demonstrate ‘man’s ability to 
master infinftely greater problems than those which threaten his peace, 
security and prosperity. The statement may be trite and commonplace, but 
it is nontheless true, that man's ingenuity in solving the riddles of the uni- 
verse is in marked contrast with his apparent stupidity and futility in seek- 
e ing solutions of others directly within his own purview and which, as a mat~- 

ter of fact, are his own creation. ‘ 


The thought is suggested by recent addition to scientific knowledge of 
the atmosphere which is now known to consist of four layers—the tropo- 
sphere, the stratosphere, the ozonosphere and the ionosphere, The tropo- 
sphere, the layer closest to earth's surface, is the stratum of changing tem- 

_ peratures and pressures and of wind-driven clouds. As long ago as 1899, 
it was discovered, by temperature tests, that this layer terminated relatively 
abruptly ata height of betweén six and seven miles.. Beyond this height, 
the temperature was found to be relatively constant up to about 23 miles. 
This layer of calm, cloudless air of uniform temperature is the stratosphere 
of comparatively recent conquest by balloon ascension. 

As this is written, a prairie dust storm occludes the sun, and, as a re- 
sult, there is a marked fall in temperature. It is palpalby cooler. It hap- 
pens that calculations concerning dust shot into the stratospliere by volcanoes 
prove similar cooling effects. If one seven-hundredth of a cubic mile of fine 
dust were blown into the stratosphere it could form a screen which would 
reduce the intensity of the sun's rays by 20 percent. The scréen would 
remain suspended in that still windless zone for years, and it has been sug- 
gested that the ice ages have been caused by such volcanic dust-screens. 

Recent research has shown that, above 23 miles and extending up ‘to 
38 miles, is another layer rich in ozone and, for that reason, called the 
ozonosphere. The significance of this layer so far as human history is con- 
cerned, lies in the fact that, because it is absorptive of ultra-violet rays 
from the sun, the earth is adapted to human. habitation. 
screen, it is said, organic life on earth would be wiped out by sun-stroke, 

The ozonosphere, unlike the stratosphere, is not cold but hot. Above 
it and beginning at 50 miles, lies another layer, the ionosphere, so-called 
because the gasses of the air in that region are in an electrically excited 
or ionized state, The secrets of this stratum are yielding to radio research 
although its existence had been deduced, long before the advent of the radio, 
to explain some of the earth’s magnetic phenomena. The ionized particles 
have the property of reflecting radio waves back to earth and it has been 
revealed there’ are two main layers in the ionosphere, at 64 and 112 miles 
respectively, which reflect these waves. Each of these_is split into two dur- 
ing the daytime making a total of four layers. These four layers probably 
mark the heights at which particular constituents of the atmosphere be- 
come electrified or ionized. 

Recent research has further demonstrated that the electrification in the 
layers is more intense in summer than in winter, the condition being norm- 
alley due to ultra-violet rays from the sun. Thunderstorms also play their 
part, it having been calculated that the electrical energy continually re- 
leased in thunderstorms is more than sufficient to produce all the observed 
ionization in the ionosphere. rea 

That scientific minds applied to investigation’ of the seemingly inaccess- 
ible have produced so much positive achievement is in striking contrast 
with the meagre fruits of the efforts of politicians, statesmen, economists 
and “brain trusts” to solve the problems of man’s social and economic rela- 
tionships. It suggests the thought that, were scientifically trained minds 
set freely and independently to work, by universal agreement, upon the 
problems which seem destined to perpetuate embattled borders between 
peoples of kindred cultures and similar aspirations, their solution quickly 
would be forthcoming. The rest would be up to us.

Public Expenditure Of About One 
Hundred And Sixty-Five Mil- 
lion Annually 

‘Public expenditure on education in 
Canada amounts to $63.63 a year for 
every student attending. school. A 
recent report issued by the Canadian 
government shows that education in- 
volves a public expenditure of about 
$165,000,000 yearly. 

Education in Canada is under the 
control of the provinces, except for 
the task of instructing the Indians 
who are wards of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. The provincial governments 
have made ample provision for prim- 
ary, secondary, and higher education. 
‘In each province there is a complete 
system of public and high schools, 
aided by the government with liberal 
grants, while in each province there! 
is also one or more universities | 
where, in addition to the courses in 
arts and science, there are faculties 
of medicine, law, and dentistry. Tech- 
nical schools and agricultural col- 
leges, where those whoNdesire to} 
specialize along these ‘lines may have 
an “opportunity to fit themselves) for 
their life work, are found in every 
province. 

In 1932 there were 32,901 educa- 
tional institutions in Canada employ- 
ing 86,216 teachers and attended by 
2,593,116 pupils, almost 25 per cent. 
of the whole population.

The world wheat crop over the 
summer harvesting area was predict- 
ed as being about equal to that of 
1933. The International Institute of 
Agriculture, in’ making this predic- 
tion, said that present available fig- 
ures indicate losses in certain pro- 
ducing countries will be balanced by 
gains in others. 


Marking International Boundary 


Monuments Of Sevéral Types And 
Different Materials 


The monuments used to mark the 
several Sections of the international 
boundary are of several types and of 
different materials. In the moun- 
tains of Alaska and British Colum- 

, bia hollow monuments of aluminium 
bronze are used. On the more access- 
ible parts of the land boundary, the 
monuments are of cast iron, granite 
and concrete. Along the larger 
waterways the reference monuments 
are chiefly of concrete, and along the 
narrower waterways small _ solid 
aluminium bronze reference marks 
have been used. Where necessary, 
Monuments of a special type have 
been erected, for example, on the 
Gulf of "Georgia, on the Pacific coast, 
the first course of the watery bound- 
ary, which is eleven miles in length, 
is ranged by steel towers carrying 
lights. The offshore tower in this 
case is sixty feet high. 
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Forest Fire Losses In Canada 


Care To Avoid Fires 


Canada sustains a loss of ten mil- 


through forest fires, according to the 
figures compiled by the Forest Ser- 
vice, Department of the Interior, and 
of these fires 85 per cent. were due 
to human agencies. Of these man- 
caused fires, again, over half (45 per 


cent. of the whole number) were 
due almost entirely to carelessness. 
These last mentioned fires were due 
to three causes, namely, neglected 
campfires, smokers, and settlers 
burning brush and letting their fires 
escape.

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the melon family, 
that is squash, cucumbers, citron, 
ete., take special delight in hot sandy 
soil though it must be ‘made rich 
with well rotted manure or good 
garden fertilizer. 

The window box or pot must be 
strong and firmly attached because 
it is going to be heavy. There must 
be rich soil, with plenty of fertilizer, 
as this sort of gardening is very in- 
tensive. Of equal importance is 
moisture, and this must be provided 
daily. The window-box should be as 
long as the window and should be 
supported and arranged so that the 
top of it is almost flush with the 
window-sill, Otherwise, the foliage 
of the plants will soon fill up most 
of the window. There must be ‘holes 
in the bottom of box and pot to 
provide drainage, and also a layer of 
gravel, cinders, broken crockery or 
similar material for the same pur- 
pose. If one can secure a supply of 
well-rotted manure, put this in next, 
and finish with a top layer of rich 
soil. If there.ig no manure, use a 
fairly heavy application of good 
garden fertilizer and repeat every 
month. The box, which should be at 
least seven inches deep and from 
eight to ten inches wide at the top, 
should be filled to within half an 
inch of the top. Along the front put 
in trailing nasturtiums, German ivy, 
lobeila, alyssum, and similar plants 
with petunias, ageratums, begonias, 
ferns, geraniums and other plants 
especially recommended for this pur- 
pose farther back. Shelter from the 
sun for a day or two until the plants 
get established. f 

Among the more tender flowers are 
Gladiolus,. Dahlia and Cannas, the 
tubers or corms of which are planted. 
These shoild be planted in. about the 
order named, the Cannas, particu- 
larly being rather tender and unable 
to. stand any frost. Plant, them all’ 
to a depth of about three times the 
diameter of the tuber or bulb in 
ordinary soil and slightly shallower 
in clay.” Gladiolus and Cannas pre- 
fer fairly rich open soil and make a 
good showing when grown in clumps, 
the former planted four to six inches 
apart and the Cannas a foot. Dah- 
lias will thrive in almost any soil, 
giving good results in ash dumps 
mixed with a little clay.. They 
should be staked, and have at least 
two and a half feet between plants. 

Seedling flowers and vegetables in 
the hot-bed, or in flats in a sunny 


window, will be requiring some at-| 


tention. After the second set of 
leaves has developed, the plants 
should be thinned out, so that they 
have at least half an inch space each 
way. The soil should be stirred a 
little, and, of course, regularly water- 
ed. On warm days, expose by lifting 
the window a few inches, gradually 
extending the process in height and 
time ag the season advances’. When 
the plants are a couple of inches 
high, it.is well to transplant once 
into colder quarters where they should 
remain a couple of weeks, at least,

crew “of the British freighter Exeter 
City which foundered in a heavy 
gale in January, 1933.

“All The King’s Horses 


Royal Mews At Buckingham Palace 
Is Interesting Place 

One of the most interésting places 
in London is the Royal Méws. They 
are situated in Buckingham Palace 
Road, at the back of the Palace it- 
self, 

No other horses in the world have 
such a splendid home. A long line 
of roomy stalls goes down each side 
of the main building, which is in the 
form of a quadrangle. The Mews 
has now a “population” of éighty- 
five; but before the Great War it 
housed one hundred and sixty-six 
horses, 

The fittings are of polished steel 
and brass, and every animal is 
worthy of its surroundings. Over 
each stall is a plate, bearing the 
name of its occupant. There are the 
Special horses, for the State coaches, 
the carriage pairs, 
chargers, the Queen's horses, 
those of the. Royal Princes. 

For the last few years the whole 
of the’ King's stud has consisted of 
bays, and the most of the horses are 
prize winners from shows all over 
the world.. Among the famous crea- 
tures are “Swinton,” which His 
Majesty rides in the Row, and 
“Paris,”’ which, in spite of his twenty- 
six years, can still trot from the Pal- 
ace to Paddington in fifteen minutes. 
“Anzac,” a war veteran, belonging 
to the Prinee of Wales, and ‘‘Tom,” 
the leader of the Royal escort, are 
to be found in the neighboring stalls. 
Tom has been trained to trot at so 
many paces to the second, and all 
Royal proeessions are timed by him,

Sock Treaties Of Incas

Of Vancouver Party 

Seeking the storied treasures of 
the ancient Incas in the unexplored 
reaches of the Amazon river, twelve 
adventurers under Captain A. KE. 
Wehner, noted world: traveler, will 
soon sail in a small boat from Van- 
couver, In making this announce- 
ment, ‘Captain Wehner stated that 
the vessel had been purchased and is 
being outfitted there. 

Fabulous deposits of gold, opals 
and emeralds, long sought by the 
Spanish conquistadors, will be but 
part of the objectives sought by the 
explorers in their two-year journey 
through the Haupes-Yupara wilds. 

Captain Wehner also will investi- 
gate water powers of the great river 
for the Brazilian government. On 
previous visits to the fringe of the 
unexplored district, the captain said 
he saw waterfalls that would’ make 
Niagara look like a small stream.

Report States Both Native 

Japanese Stocks Thriving 

Many of the native oysters | in 
Ladysmith harbor, one of the main 
'oyster-producing areas of British 
Columbia, were killed off by sharp 
frosts three or four years ago, but 
now there is the good news that dili- 
gent effort has brought the fishery 
back to a point where quantities of 
oysters of this variety are being ship- - 
ped from Ladysmith to’ market. 
Another satisfactory piece of news 

| about the Ladysmith fistcry is th: 
Pacific or Japanese oysters have 
come well acclimatized to the area 
and natural propagation took place 
during the. past two summers. 
“There has been an excellent set of 
Pacific oyster seed as a result,” says 
a report to the “Jominton depart ment 
of fisheries from its inspector ‘or the 
district, “and small oysters of this 
variety are now to be found over the 
whole of the harbor and as far awnav 
as two miles from the beds 9 when 
the oysters were originally laid down. 
1It will not now be necessary,’ the 
officer adds, ‘‘for owners of the beds 
| to bring in any more seed from 
Japan, and, in fact, they will now be 
in a position to furnish seed oysters 
| for plantings elsewhere.’
